THE OUTLET SEWER. 


Belleville's Committee Gives Consent to 
Building the Sewer Through That 
Town. 

At the meeting of the outgoing Town¬ 
ship Committee of Belleville, held Mon¬ 
day night, an agreement was entered 
into by the Committee with the Orange 
City Council in relation to the proposed 
sewer. By the terms of the agreement, 
which is a sort of compromise, the 
Orange authorities are permitted to lay 
the sewer through the township as far 
as Bridge Street. At this point it cross¬ 
es the 8econd River into Newark and 
has its outlet near the Midland bridge.

By the provisions of the agreement the 
receiving basin will not be located in 
Belleville, and the sewer is to be flushed 
at high tide. 

It is the general opinion that the 
agreement which has been entered into 
will save the township considerable 
money in the question of a suit at law 
and throw the legal battle upon Newark. 
It is claimed that Orange would have 
fought for the right of way, and in the 
end probably won the suit, after a large 
cost to Belleville .—Belleville Preet*.
